The Passing Show

The public is the most ungrateful of masters. | 
No career is so precarious as that of the public 
servant. } 


Four years ago and Herbert Hoover wes the « 
“organizer of victory” and the champion of dis- | 
tressed peoples throughout the world. Now he is | 
one of the most patheti: of figures on the world's | 
stage. The great engineer who was to lead his 
people out of the throes of the depression is ridi- 
culed as a flop by the people whom he has served. 

The words of Mare Antony over the body of 
Caesar might be paraphrased to suit the lot of 
Hoover: 


But yesterday the word of Caesar might 
Have stood against the world; now lies he there. 
And none so poor to do him reverence. 


The big oratorical artillery that served him in 
1928 has withdrawn; no volunteers are rushing to 
his banner. He enters the last month of his cam- 
paign for re-election virtually deserted by all but 
office-holders

Hoover has been a victim of Democracy. It was 
his misfortune, after distinguished service for his 
country and for humanity abroad, to become 
president at a time when economic forces were 
about to turn the proud boast of the ignorant mul- 
titude—elated at the sight of half the world’s gold 
entering the treasuries to be sterilized—into 
despondency. Nations that had suffered from Am- 
erican high tariffs were being driven by the de- 
mand for payment of war debts in gold, into pro- 
tective tariffs of their own. The stock market 
crash of 1929 was to presage a period of dire 
unemployment. 

Hoover knows full well that his country is 
suffering from the policy of requiring payment of 
the war debts in gold, and from the withdrawal of 
two-thirds of the world’s gold from circulation He 
knows the remedy. His action a year ago in an- 
nouncing a year's moratorium-on war debts showed 
his apprehension of the main contributing cause 
It may have been a kite to see how the popular 
wind was blowing Many people believe it was a 
test to see if his people were in a state of mind to 
endorse cancellation. Today he is a victim of 
Democracy that takes its opinions from the Hearst 
press and other demagogic sources.

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Canadians will recall the great vogue which Sir 
Richard McBride achieved during his premier- 
ship of British Columbia. He reached the ultimate 
zenith of popularity. A five-cent cigar, “Our Dick,” 
was named after him Alas, like its namesake, it 
has disappeared from the marts. 

Under “Dick” McBride, the coffers were over- 
flowing with cash money. He swept the unhappy 
Liberals clean out of sight with his programme to 
build the Pacific Great Eastern railway. it matter- 
ed not that the money was obtained by se'ling the 
heritage to speculators.

HANDLING FEVER DISEASES 

Many of the acute diseases begin with similar 
symptoms, such as a sore throat, aching in the mus- 
cles, and a rise in temperature, so that it is some- 
times difficult for a doctor to make a definite diag- 
nosis of the disetse in its early stages, and he may 
delay the treatment until he can find out definitely, 
meanwhile using palliative measures. A fever is an 
indication that the body is attempting to burn up or 
oxidize toxie substances in the body and I, there- 
fore, believe that there should be no delay in the 
treatment but that every effort be made to assist 
the body in eliminating the toxins regardless of the 
kind. 

The treatment of all acute fevers is very simple 
if begun at the first indication, whether the disease 
be measles, influenza, simple fever, chicken pox, 
German measles, tonsillitis, etc. The first important 
thing to do is to stop the patient from cating any 
rich food. A fever is an indication that the body 
has a surplus of heating materials. If the patient 
has just eaten a heavy meal, it is sometimes advis- 
able to empty out the stomach by the use of an 
emetic so that the intestines will not be burdened 
with foods which are difficult to digest. Regardless 
of the kind of fever this policy is always safe. The 
next thing to do is to thoroughly cleanse the lower 
bowels with several enemas if necessary. This is 
very important in any kind of fever and is in many 
cases sufficient in itself to prevent severe develop- 
ments. 


The patient should then go to bed without many 
covers in a well-ventilated room. It is necessary 
that plenty of fresh air be breathed by the patient 
in order to oxidize wastes in the blood and tissue. 
Many people are afraid of exposing a fever patient 
to fresh cold air but this is a mistaken idea. The 
room should be kept quiet and free from unneces- 
Sary visitors. 


The patient should be given large quantities of 
water to drink, but no food while there is an ex- 
cessive temperature, although a small amount of 
strainec orange, grapefruit, or tomato juice may be 
allowed. Many doctors and nurses will give the 
patient such foods as eggs, milk, and toast under the 
supposition that these foods are casily digested, but 
I am sure that when these foods are given during 
a fever, the symptoms are apt to become worse 


There need be no effort to break the fever since 
it is really a protective measure on the body's part; 
however, it is wise to prevent the fever fom going 
too high, as a temperature of over 102.5 degrees may 
become destructive to the body's tissues if it re- 
mains for a long time. The condition is very serious 
if the fever is allowed to go as high as 105 degrees. 
If the temperature should rise above 102.5 degrees, 
a short cool shower or sponge baths, especially of 
the spine and abdomen, should be used at intervals 
of one or two hours until the temperature has been 
restored to below this point. The sponge baths or 
showers should be followed by a brisk rubbing of 
the skin with a thick dry towel in order to pro- 
mote a good skin reaction. If the temperature has 
not above this point
